Undoubtedly writers of this 


caſt, have ſhamefully ſuffered the ſoſter paſſions to mix 
too ſtrongly with their zeal for religion. | 


By what Means true Devotion is deſtroyed.

cal diſſoluteneſs; or, as an ingenious author terms it, 


EZ ſpiritualized concupiſcence, invented by the carnal and 
EX wanton appetites and wiſhes of the unmarried nuns and 


friars; and thence, either by deſign or by the delufion of 
the devil, or both, foiſted into the devoti ns of the re- 
formed church, under a pretence of purer flames of di- 
vine love and ſpiritual rapture ; whereas they pollute the 
ſoul with luſcious images, warm it into irregular fer- 
men's, and fire it with a falſe paition; diſſipating all due 
compoſure and recollection of mind, and lay ing open the

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heart to all the wild extravagancies of frantic enthu 
fiaſm; a manner of addreſs much fitter for a diſſolute 
ver, than an acceptable worſhipper of the all- -pure and 
all-knowing God.

Poor theſe reaſons I thought it my duty, as a Chriſtian, 
to explode that fulſome and luſcious method of the Old 
Week's Preparation, which has moit ſcandalouſly put 
into the mouth of the devout reader ſuch carnal expreſ- 
ſions as are there mentioned: and in their ſtead | have 
endeavoured to ſubſtitute ſuch prayers and meditations, 
as may be warranted from the word of God: being 
thoroughly ſenſible how well grounded that complaint 
of the pious biſhop Fleetwood is, that the devotions 


of the ignorant are generally ſuperſtitious and groſs, 
fixing themſelves commonly on ſenfible objects; whereas 
in true religion all is intelligible and divine, —and 
God, who ſhould be the only object of their devotion,

Some account of this work, 


As it has been my endeavour on the one hand not to 
flatter ſinners; ſo on the other, J have been careful not 


to fill the minds of any with unneceſſary fears and ſcruples, 


with reſpect to a duty, which ought to be the practice oſ 
their whole lives; as if no body ought to go to his ſacra- 
ment but ſuch as are as perfect as ever they can hope to be. 
On the c«ntrary, it is the judgment of the moſt or- 
thodox divines, that (abſtracting from particular circum- 
flances) che receiving of the blefled ſacrament, is the moſt 
divine and {olemn act of our religion; and it oug't to be 
the zealous endeavour of every true Chriſtian, by God's 
alliance, to prepare his ſoul with the molt ſerious, and 
moſt devout diſpoſitions he poſſibly can, to approach the 


holy altar: a man cannot too often commemorate our Lord 
And his paſſion, nor too often return devout thanks and 
. praiſes for the ſame, nor too often repeat his reſolutions 


of amendment, nor tao often renew his ſolemn engage- 
ments, nor too often recetie pardon of tins, and freſh 
ſuccours of divine grace: and if coming to the Lord's 
table (prepared or unprepared) were a ſure and infallible 


way to anſwer tnoſe good and great ends, there could 
. then be no queſtion, but that it would be bath our wil- 
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dom and our duty to communicate as often as opportu- 
nities ſhould invite, and health permit. But it is certain, 
on the other hand, that bare communicating is not the 


is not without ſome, However, I hope, there are none 


thing required, but communicating worthily. Here lies 


the main ſtreſs of all, not to urge frequency of commu- 


nion ſo far as to render this holy ſacrament huitful; or 


fruitleſs to parties concerned; neither yet to abate ſo 
far of ihe frequency, as to make a kind of dearth or fa- 


mine of this ſo ſalutary and neceſſary food. For the 


clearer underſtanding of this matter, it may be neceſſary 


to take notice, that ſince it is allowed on all hands, that 
there can be no juſt bar to the frequency of communion, 
but the want of preparation, which is only ſuch a bar as 


men may themſelves remove, if they pleaſe; it concerns 
them highly to take off the impediment as ſoon as poſ- 
ſible, and not to truſt to the vain hopes of alleviating one 
fault by committing another. The danger of miſperform-_ 
Ing any religious duty, is an argument for fear and cau- 
tion, but no excuſe for neglect: God inſiſts upon the 
doing it, and the de ing it well alſo. It was no ſufficient 
plea for the ſlothful ſervant, under the goſpel, that he 
thought his maſter hard to pleaſe, and thereupon ne- 
glected his bounden duty: but on the contrary, the uſe he 
ought to have made of that conſideration was, to have 
deen ſo much the mere wakeful and diligent in his ma- 
ſter's ſervice. Therefore in the caſe of the holy com- 
munion, it is to very little purpoſe to plead the itrictneſs 
of the ſelf-examination or preparation by way of excuſe 
either for a total, or for a frequent, or for a long negle&t 
of it. A man may ſay, that he comes not to the Lord's 
table, becauſe he is not prepared, and ſ>-far he aſſigns a 


good reaſon; but if he ſhould be further aſked, why he 


is not prepared, when he may; then he can only make 
ſome trifling, inſufficient excuſe, or remain ſpeechleſs.  - 


But to return: I have ſpared no pains to render theſe 


meditations and prayers as generally uſeful, as can be 


expected in a book of. this kind; yet, as the beſt per. 
formances have their imperfections, ſo this (to be ſure) 


ſo 
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ſo material but what a Chriſtian may overlook for the 
ſake of that good which is intended by it. Again, that 
all theſe meditations and prayers are entirely new, is by 
no means pretended : no, there will be found among ſt 
them ſeveral collected from other books; but then theſe 
being ſuch only as have been allowed to be excellent in 
their kind, it may reaſonably be expected that the whole 
will be the more acceptable on that account. . 

Upon a review, ſince the firſt publication of this Pre- 

paration, | have experienced that many communicants 
diſtract themſelves with a multiplicity of private devo- 
tions, when in duty they ſhould attend to the public ſer- 
+ viceof the church; and further prompted thereto by the 
advice of thoſe whoſe peculiar charge 1s to inſpect and 
Promote the welfare of the Chriſtian worſhip, and for 
whoſe ;udgment the world upon many occaiions have ex- 
prefſed the greateſt eſteem; I have interwoven in this pre- 
ſent edition ſo much of the communion as is ſufficient to 
prevent that growing evil; in which I have followed the 
example of the biſhop of Man, D:. King, and ſeveral 
others; but with this difference, that 1 have not bur- 
dened the communicant with much of the Office—no 
more than that part of it in which communicants only are 
concerned; and which is really neceſſary for their aſſiſt- 

\ ance during the ſolemnity ; whereas the biſhop of Man, 
and ſome others, have taken in the whole of that office, 
from one end to the other; which I can't approve of upon 

® ſeveral accounts, too tedious to be related in ſo ſhort a pre- 
face, and which I rather chooſe to conclude with the fol- 
lowing quotation of the late pious, learned, and ortho- 
dox Dr. Waterland, againſt the folly and danger of lay- 

| ing a faſhienable ſtreſs upon an habitual preparation, 
and in favour of ſuch Weekly Treatiſes of preparation l 
before receiving the Lord's Supper.

„There is a habitual, and there is an actual prepa- 
ration. The habitual preparation is a good life; and the 
farther. we are advanced in it, the leſs need there i is of 
any actual preparation beſides: but, becauſe men are too 
apt to flatter and deceive their own hearts; and to ſpeak 
peace to themſelves without ſufficient ground for ſo doing; 
therefore ſome actual preparation, ſelf- examination, &c. 


is generally neceſſary, even to thoſe who may be habi- | 


tually gocd, if it be only to give them a well -grounded 
aſſurance, that they really are ſo. - 

It were to be wiſhed there were not many amongſt 
us who have a deal to conſider of before-hand ; many 
offences correct, many diſorders to ſet right, much to 
do, and much to unde, before they N to come to 
God's altar. 

„ Fault has been ſometimes found with theſe little 
treatiſes of Weekly Preparation: | think without reaſon. 
T * are exceedingly uſeful in their kind. It may be 
happy for them who need none of theſe helps ; but they 

4 leaſt need them, are not the men, generally, who

2, Let us call to mind our bapti/mal 
vow, wherein we have promiſed to lead 
a godly and Chriſtian life, which can 
never be fulfilled ſo long as we live in a 
conſtant neglect of this holy ſacrament ; 
nor is it poſhble to be a meet partaker of 
that holy myſtery, except there be a due 
preparation, by confeſſing our ſins with 
an humble, penitent, and obedient heart, 
and a readineſs to forgive thoſe that have 
offended us, and aſking with faith; with- 
out theſe, O my ſoul, I dare not go 
to that holy table, and my prayers and 
praiſes will find no acceptance at the 
throne of grace.
